The main 
academic tours were the "Arts 
Tour", the "Biology Tour", the 
"Medical Tour" and the "Engin- 
eering and Phys. Science Tour." 
Students from every faculty were 
constantly on hand to answer 
questions. Other activities includ- 
ed, Faculty Student debates, a 
Mock Criminal Law trial, the 
Open House Revue with acts from 
"My Fur Lady", "Wry and Gin- 
ger" and "Reign or Shine". Fri- 
day was athletics nights in the Sir. 
Arthur Currie Gym. The pro- 
gram continued October 24th 
with tours, concerts, revues and 
exhibits. Many faithful supporters 
witnessed the defeat of the McGill 
Redmen by the Western Mustangs, 
Saturday afternoon. 

Our own exhibits was located in 
a small section of the Main floor of 
the Arts Building. The Institute of 
Education presented a "View" of 
the B.Ed, course" with pictures 
and slides. A colorful pictorial re- 



view of the activities of the School 
of Household Science was illustrat- 
ed. Through very interesting slides 
the Faculty of Agriculture pre- 
sented Science in and for Agri- 
culture. Accounts were given dur- 
ing the two days of various topics 
for Current Research. Gold Key 
members were present throughout 
to represent Macdonald. 

Perhaps it is felt that not enough 
student participation was encour- 
aged to promote active interest. 
Admitedly the publicity could have

Center, Dance Com- 
mittee, etc. Publications however will remain in their present 
location. Furnishings which are estimated at approximately 
$900.00 will be paid for by the student body. The furnishings 
will include mainly office sets such as chairs, desks, filing 
cabinets etc. A specific room will be arranged to accomodate 
students' meetings. A committee comprising of stan Reid, 
Edna McCutcheon and Hal Hanson have been delegated to take 
care of the situation. 

A small apartment upstairs will be rented out to a couple 
willing to accept the responsibility for the care of the place. 

Through thi,^ plan, a ' 
will be centered in one spot. 

McGill's Student Union is presently located on Sherbrooke 
Street. This building not only comprises of Student govern- 
ment offices but is considered the students stamping ground for 
social and recreational activity. As it is only a healthy sign for 
various individual organizations and groufps to be formed on an 
expanding campus, it is a known fact that attempts are being 
made to avoid the loss of Macdonald's ^'family" spirit. 

The acceptance of the Maw House as a headquarters is a 
possible step toward a Student Union in future years. It gives 
food for thought on the advantages of a union for a campus 
such as ours — the face of which is rapidly changing.

The S.T.S. would be divided 
into four classes or groups. Re- 
presentation from these groups 
would be one representative for 
every fraction of a hundred stu- 
dents. Therefore, this year, each 
group would have two represen- 
tatives on the Executive Commit- 
tee. The latter would be made up 
of the 5 executive officers plus 8 
representatives, giving a total of 
13. 

At present the S.T.S. is made

the Ex- 
ecutive Coniniittec. This swells 
the Executive Committee to 31 ; 
26 representatives and 5 Executive 
Officers making meetings a little 
unwiedly. Parkinson's Law, a copy 
of which is in the library, refers 
to efficient committee work and 
states that any committee composed 
of more than about 14 members 
does not function properly. 

I would like to draw the reader's 
attention to the report of Lawrence 
Lowe and his committee regarding 
teacher representation and S.T.S. 
structure. 

The Committee states — "The 
committee feels that the contribu- 
tion of student teachers in student 
affairs, about which the S.T.S. 
committee were concerned could be 
more easily improved of the student 
teachers were organised, for the 
purpose of student activities into 
classes or other groups similar to 
those in other faculties, each with 
their respective President and of- 
ficers etc."

Coca-Cola For Confucius 

In the year 1946, the following words were written: "Wliat will 
be happening in the rest of Asia tomorrow is being worked out in 
blood in China to-day." This, of course, was a reference to the struggle 
then going on between the Nationalist and Communist forces in that 
country. 

When the Communists came to power in 1949, the country was in 
unbelievable shape following decades of revolution, invasion, and civil 
war. There had not been a stable government in China for a centery. 
Millions of people starved to death each year and the fear of famine 
was universal. The currency was worthless as a result of uncontrolled 
inflation. Officials and businessmen were corrupt, and approximately 
90% of the people were illiterate. 

The new Government assumed a gigantic task with confidence, 
and the situation to-day is obviously much improved. The value of the 
currency has been re-established, the supply of food is greater, and 
real progress has been made towards industrialization. The Communists, 
in fact, are the first government that has ever genuinely tried to 
alleviate the want of the people of China. 

The main problem of progress in Asia has been to speed at which 
it develops. People die while they wait for reform. Communism makes 
its appeal as the most effective way of transforming a country econ- 
omically, of abolishing its poverty and of hustling it through succes- 
sive stages of development. 

The Marxist movement is exclusively concerned with this mundane 
world. It puts every last egg in the historical basket. In its view there 
is no meaning, no value, and in the end no reality to human life other 
than its meaning as an item in the on-going historical process. It is 
as a means to an end that in Marxism the human person has signific- 
ance. *"From this there follows logically what in observable fact has 
followed historically; namely that for Marxism there is no reason for 
not killing or exploiting or torturing a human person if his liquidation 
or torture will advance the historical process. This is indeed the logical 
outcome of any repudiation of transcendence." 

After this perhaps idealistic assertion that leads us from-the stark 
wants of the East to the academic abstractions of the West, we might 
ask ourselves — what has the West to offer Asia besides material 
things? Some cynical souls will look about them and murmur — 
absolutely nothing. "No philosophy, merely plumbing. Coca-Cola for 
Confucius." And indeed Auden's unknown citizen who has "everything 
necessary to the Modern Man" — a radio, a car, a frigidaire, does little 
to refute this observation. 

Yet we do have something ; something important and something 
wonderful, if only we can see it ourselves through the medieval 
trappings with which we have surrounded it. We have the Christian 
message, which is neither a code of law nor an assertion — "things 
must be like this or like that". It is an offer, ji naive and., tentative 
offer, fiot only to us but to all mankind, and it is up to us to dig ab m? 
among the layers of dogma that obscure the message, and to take a 
fresh look at it before it is too late !

Business entertainment is often 
done by taking your associate to 
football games. To know little 
about the game you are watching, 
is obviously, disinteresting to you, 
and most amusing to your guest.

The famed "Terrible Tooky' 
from Hamilton Tiger Cats, certain- 
ly would not be a good example for 
a young boy to watch. A boy may 
have idolized such a player as 
Dave Mann of Toronto Argo's. 
What does a boy think when his 
idol is thrown into jail on a nar 
cotics charge. Another poor feature 
is the way the Pro league players 
are traded like cattle; to a young 
boy this seems hard and cruel, 
and the idea of the sport often is 
entirely lost. 

A sport can be healthy for a 

youngster as long as he plays it 
properly, often injuries are a re 
suit of poor playing. This point 
leads as to the whole backbone of 
little league sports. 

Any sport played by little lea 
guers will only be benificial to 
the boys as long as they are 
coached properly from the start. 
The key man in the whole scheme 
is the coach. The coach should 
be a man who is patient, and 
willing to work hard with the 
boys. One would be better not 
to coach at all, than do a poor 
job. The remuneration is that of 
any teacher; the pride with which 
you can lift your head when you 
say, "I thought that boy." We hope 
that as the men of this college leave 
to go about their way in the world 
that they will remember this arti- 
cle, and when asked to coach a 
team, will do so, with the proper 
heart in their work.

The fourteenth anniversary 
of the coming into being of the 
United Nations was celebrated 
at Mac by the International 
Student's Organization last 
Sunday.

The highlight of the programme 
was a very impromptu speech by 
the guest speaker, Dr. Dion. In 
his conversational manner, he out 
lined in some detail the causes for 
the failure of the League of Na- 
tions and the events leading up to 
the formation of the United Na 
tions. He said that the League of 
Nations failed primarily because 
it could not answer the question: 
"What Next?" put to it by the 
member country involved. The clls 
cussion led on into the question of 
the "cynical Christianity", as he 
liked to call it, basis of the United 
Nations, and the difficulty it faced 
in being accepted by those . other 
than "Christians". 

The speech was intended to be 
provocative and succeeded in draw- 
ing out many questions.
